1 perſuaded the multitude that they ſhould aſk 


Barabbas, and deſtroy Jeſus. The governor an-

Then releaſed he Barabbas unto them: and 


when he had ſcourged Jeſus, he delivered him 
to be crucified.

they caſt lots. And, fitting down, they watched 
him there; ; and ſet up over his head his 


accuſation. written, THIS IS JESUS THE 


KING OF THE JEWS. Then were there 
two thieves crucified with him; one on the 


right hand, and another on the left. And they 
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that paſſed by reviled him, wagging their heads, 
and ſaying, Thou that deſtroyeſt the temple, 
and buildeſt it in three days, fave thyſelf: if 
thou be the Son of God, come down from the 


croſs. Likewiſe alſo the chief prieſts mocking 
him with the ſcribes and elders, ſaid, He ſaved 
others, himſelf he cannot fave: if he be the 
King of Iſrael, let him now come down from 
the croſs, and we will believe him. He truſted 
in God; let him deliver him now, if he will 
have him: for he ſaid, I am the Son of God. 
The thieves alſo, which were crucified with 
him, caſt the ſame in his teeth. Now from 
the ſixth hour there was darkneſs over all the 
land unto the ninth hour. And about the 
ninth hour Jeſus cried with a loud voice, ſay. 
ing, Eli, Eli, lama  ſabachthani ? that is to ſay, 


My God, my God, why haſt thou forſaken 


me? Some of them that ſtood there, when they 


heard that, ſaid, This man calleth for Elias. 


And ſtraightway one of them ran, and took a 
ſpunge, and filled it with vinegar, and put it 
on a reed, and gave him to drink. The reſt 
ſaid, Let be; let us ſee whether Elias will come 
to ſave him. Jeſus, when he had cried again 
with a loud voice, yielded up the ghoſt. And 
behold, the vail of the temple was rent in 
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twain from the top to the bottom, and the 
earth did quake, and the rocks rent, and the 
' graves were opened, and many bodies of ſaints 
which ſlept, aroſe, and came out of the graves 
after his reſurrection, and went into the holy 
city, and appeared unto many. Now when 
the ceriturion, and they that were with him, 


15 watching Jeſus, ſaw the earthquake, and thoſe 


things that were done, they feared greatly

to the earth. I will mention the loving kind. 
neſſes of the Lord, and the praiſes of the Lord, 
according to all that the Lord hath beſtowed 
on us, and the great goodneſs towards the houſe 
of Ifrael, which he hath beſtowed on them, ace 
cording to his mercies, and according to the 
multitude of his loving kindneſſes. For he 
ſaid, Surely, they are my people, children that 
Woill not lie: ſo he was their Saviour. In all 
their affliction he was afflicted, and the angel 
of his preſence ſaved them: in his love and in 
his pity he redeemed them, and he bare them, 
and carried them all the days of old. But they 
rebelled and vexed his Holy Spirit: therefore 
he was turned to be their enemy, and he fought 
againſt them.

me? are they reſtrained ? Doubtleſs thou art 
our Father, though Abraham be i ignorant of us, 
ö and Iſrael acknowledge us not. Thou, O Lord, 

art our Father, our Redeemer, thy Name is 
from everlaſting. E Lord, why haſt thou made 
us to err from thy ways? and hardened our 

heart from thy fear? Return for thy ſervants 

ſake, the tribes of thine inheritance. The 
people of. thy holineſs have poſſeſſed it but a 

little while : our adverſaries have trodden 
down thy ſanctuary. We are thine: thou 
never bareſt rule over them; they were not 


called by thy name.

Arte two days was the feaſt of the paſl: 


over, and of unleavened bread : and the chief 


prieſts and the ſcribes ſought how they might

in the houſe of Simon the leper, as he fat at

For ye have the poor with | 
you always, and whenſoever ye will ye may do 
them good; but me ye have not always. She 
hath done what ſhe could; ſhe is come afore- 
hand to anoint my body to the burying. Verily 
1 fay unto you, Whereſoever this goſpel ſhall 


be preached throughout the whole world, this 


alſo that ſhe hath done ſhall be ſpoken of for a 
memorial of her *. And Judas Iſcariot, one of 
the twelve, went unto the chief prieſts, to be- 
tray him unto them. And when they heard it, 
they were glad, and promiſed to give. him

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here, while I ſhall pray. And he taketh with 
him Peter, and James, and John, and began to 
be ſore amazed, and to be very heavy, and ſaith 


unto them, My ſoul is exceeding ſorrowful 
unto death; tarry ye here, and watch. And he 
went forward a little, and fell on the ground, 
and prayed, that, if it were poſlible, the hour 
might paſs from him. And he ſaid, Abba, Fa- 
ther, All things are poſſible unto thee; take 
away this cup from me: nevertheleſs, not what 
1 will, but what thou wilt.

5 23 held a conſultation with the elders, and 
ſcribes, and the whole council, and bound Je.

And he anſwering, faid unto 
him, Thou ſayeſt it. And the chief prieſts ac- 
cuſed him of many things: but he anſwered 
nothing.

 Whrxx a teſtament is, there muſt alſo of ne. 
ceſſity be the death of the teſtator ; for a teſta. 
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ment is of force after men are dead; otherwiſe 
itis of no ſtrength at all whilſt the teſtator liveth. 


Whereupon, neither the firſt teſtament was de- 


dicated without blood: for when Moſes. had 


ſpoken every precept to all the people, accord. 
ing to the law, he took the blood of calves, and 
of goats, with water, and ſcarlet wool, and hyſſop, 
and ſprinkled both the book, and all the peo- 
ple, ſaying, This is the blood of the teſtament, 
which God hath enjoined unto you. More. 


over, he ſprinkled likewiſe with blood both the 
tabernacle, and all the veſſels of the miniſtry. 


And almoſt all things are by the law purged 


vith blood; and without ſhedding of blood is 
no remiſſion. It was therefore neceſſary that 
the patterns of things in the heavens ſhould 
be purified with theſe; but the heavenly things 
themſelves with better ſacrifices than theſe. 


For Chriſt is not entered into the holy places 


made with hands, which are the figures of the 
true, but into heaven itſelf, now to appear in 
the preſence of God for us; nor yet that he 


ſhould offer himſelf often, as the high prieſt 


entereth into the holy place every year with 
blood of others: for then muſt he often have 
ſuffered ſince the foundation of the world; but 


now once in the end of the world hath he ap-. 
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peared to put away fin by the ſacrifice of him.. 
ſelf. And as it is appointed unto men once 
to die, but after this the judgment: ſo Chriſt 
was once offered to bear the ſins of many; and 
unto them that look for him, ſhall he appear 
the ſecond time without ſin unto ſalvation.

And there was alſo a 
ſtrife among them, which of them ſhould be 
accounted the greateſt. And he ſaid unto 
them, The kings of the Gentiles exerciſe lord. 
ſhip over them; and they that exerciſe au- 
thority upon them, are called benefactors. 
But ye ſhall not be ſo: but he that is greateſt 
: among you, let him be as the younger; and he 
that is chief, as he that doth ſerve. For whe. 
ther is greater, he that ſitteth at meat, or he 
that ſerveth? is not he that ſitteth at meat? 
But I am among you as he that ſerveth. Ve 
are they which have continued with me in my 
temptations. And I appoint unto you a king- 
dom, as my Father hath appointed unto me; 
that ye may eat and drink at my table in my 
kingdom, and ſit on thrones, judging the twelve 
tribes of Iſrael. And the Lord ſaid, Simon, 
Simon, behold, Satan hath defired to have 
you, that he may ſift you as wheat: but I have 
_ prayed for thee, that thy faith fail not: and 
when thou art converted ſtrengthen thy bre- 
thren. And he ſaid unto him, Lord, I am 
ready to go with thee, both into priſon and to 
| Q | 
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death. And he ſaid, I tell thee, Peter, the 


cock ſhall not crow this day, before that thou 


ſhalt thrice deny that thou knoweſt me. And 
he ſaid unto them, When I ſent you without 


purſe, and ſcrip, and ſhoes, lacked ye any thing? 


and they ſaid, Nothing. Then faid he unto 
them, But now, he that hath a purſe, let him 
take it, and likewiſe his ſcrip: and he that hath 
no ſword, let him ſell his garment, and buy one. 
For 1 fay unto you, that this that is written 
muſt yet be accompliſhed in me, And he was 
reckoned among the tranſgreſſors: for the 
things concerning me have an end. And they 
ſaid, Lord, behold, here are two ſwords. And 
he faid unto them, It is enough. And he 
came out, and went, as he was wont, to the 
mount of Olives, and his diſciples alſo followed 
him. And when he was at the place, he ſaid 
unto them, Pray, that ye enter not into tempt. 
ation. And he was withdrawn from them about 


a ſtone's caſt, and kneeled down, and prayed, 


8 laying, Father, if thou be willing, remove this 
cup from me: nevertheleſs, not my will, but 

| thine be done. And there appeared an angel 
unto him from heaven ſtrengthening him. And 
being in an agony he prayed more earneſtly; 
and his ſweat was as it were great drops of 
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blood falling down to the ground. And when 
he roſe up from prayer, and was come to his 
diſciples, he found them ſleeping for ſorrow, 
and ſaid unto them, Why ſleep ye? rife and 


pray, left ye enter into temptation. And while 
he yet ſpake, behold, a multitude, and he that 
woas called Judas, one of the twelve, went be. 
__, we them, and drew near unto Jeſus to kiſs 
him. But Jeſus ſaid unto him, Judas, betrayeſt 
thou the Son of man with a kiſs? When they 
Which were about him ſaw what would follow, 
they ſaid unto him, Lord, ſhall we ſmite with 
the ſword? And one of them ſmote a ſervant of 
the high prieſt, and cut off his right ear. And 


Jeſus anſwered and ſaid, Suffer ye thus far. 
And he touched his ear, and healed him. 


Then Jeſus ſaid unto the chief prieſts, and Cap. 
| tains of the temple, and the elders which were 
come to him, Be ye come out as againſt a thief, 
with ſwords and ſtaves? When I was daily with 
vou nn the temple, ye ſtretched forth no hands 
againſt me: but this is your hour, and the power 
of darkneſs, Then took they him, and led him, 
and brought him into the high prieſt's houſe : 


and Peter followed afar off. And when they 
had kindled a fire in the midſt of the hall, and 
were ſet down together, Peter ſat down among

them. But a certain maid beheld him, as he 
fat by the fire, and earneſtly looked upon him, 


And ſaid, This man was allo with him. And 
he 1 him, ſaying, Woman, I know him 


And after a little while another ſaw him, 


| = ſaid, Thou art allo of them. And Peter 
ſaid, Man, I am not. And about the ſpace of 
one hour after, another confidently affirmed, 
ſaying, Of a truth this fellow alſo was with him; * 
for he is a Galilean. And Peter ſaid, Man, I 
know not what thou ſayeſt. And immediately, | 


while he yet ſpake, the cock crew. And the 


Lord turned, and looked upon Peter; and 
Peter remembered the word of the Lord, how 
he had ſaid unto him, Before the cock crow, 

thou ſhalt deny me thrice. And Peter went out, 
and wept bitterly. And the men that held je- 
ſus mocked him, and ſmote him. And when 


they had blindfolded him, they ſtruck him on 
the face, and aſked him, ſaying, Propheſy, who 


is it that ſmote thee? And many other things 


blaſphemouſly ſpake they againſt him. And as 
ſoon as it was day, the elders of the people, and 
the chief prieſts, and the ſcribes came together, 


and led him into their council, ſaying, Art 


thou the Chriſt? tell us. And he ſaid unto them, 


If I tell you, ye will not believe: And if I alſo 
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aſk you, ye will not anſwer me, nor let me go. 
Hereafter ſhall the Son of man fit on the right 
hand of the power of God. Then faid they 


all, Art thou then the Son of God? And he 
ſaid unto them, Ye ſay that I am. And they 


aid, What need we any further witneſs? for 


we ourſelves have heard of his own mouth. 
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Is this that I declare unto you, I praiſe you 


-- mot that ye come together, not for the better, ; 
but for the worſe. For firſt of all, when ye 


come together i in the church, I hear that there 


be diviſions among you; and I partly believe it. 


For there muſt be alſo hereſies among you, mn 


they who are approved, may be made manifeſt 

among you. When ye come together therefore 
into one place, this is not to eat the Lord's 
ſupper: for in eating, every one taketh before 
other his own ſupper; and one is hungry, and 
another is drunken. What, have ye not houſes 
to eat and to drink in? or deſpiſe ye the church 
of God, and ſhame them that have not ? What 
ſhall 1 fay to you? ſhall I praiſe you in this? I 
praiſe you not. For I have received of the 
Lord that which alſo I delivered unto you, that 


the Lord Jeſus, the ſame night in which he was 


betrayed, took bread; and when he had given 
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thanks, he brake it, and ſaid, Take, eat; this is 


my body, which is broken for you : this do in 
remembrance of me. After the ſame manner 
alſo he took the cup, when he had ſupped, ſay- 


ing, This cup is the new Teſtament in my blood: 
this do ye, as oft as ye drink it, in remembrance 
of me. For as often as ye eat this bread, and 
drink this cup, ye do ſhew the Lord's death till 
he come. Wherefore, whoſoever ſhall eat this 
bread, and drink this cup of the Lord unwor- 
| thily, ſhall be guilty of the body and blood of 
the Lord. But let a man examine himſelf, and 
ſo let him eat of that bread, and drink of that 
cup *. For he that eateth and drinketh unwor- 
thily, eateth and drinketh damnation to him- 
ſelf, not diſcerning the Lord's s body. For this 
cauſe many are weak and ſickly among you, 
and many fleep. For if we would judge our. 
ſelves, we ſhould not be judged. But when we 
are judged, we are chaſtened of the Lord, that 


we ſhould not be condemned with the world. 


Wherefore, my brethren, when ye come to- 

| gether to eat, tarry one for another. And if 
any man hunger, let him eat at home; that ye 
come not together unto condemnation. And 
the reſt will I ſet in order when I come. 


* See with what caution we ought to approach the Lord's table.

Tu whole multitude of them aroſe, and 
led him unto Pilate. And they began to accuſe 
him ſaying, We found this fellow perverting 
the nation, and forbidding to give tribute to 
Ceſar, ſaying, That he himſelf is Chriſt a king. 
And Pilate aſked him, ſaying, Art thou the 
King of the Jews? And he anſwered him, and 

ſaid, Thou ſayeſt it. Then faid Pilate to the 
chief prieſts, and to the people, I find no fault 


in this man. And they were the more fierce, 


ſaying, He ſtirreth up the people, teaching 


throughout all Jewry, beginning from Galilee . 


to this place. When Pilate heard of Galilee, 1 
he aſked whether the man were a Galilean. 
And as ſoon as he knew that he belonged unto 
Herod's juriſdiction, he ſent him to Herod, 
who himſelf was alſo at Jeruſalem at that time. 
And when Herod ſaw Jeſus, he was exceeding 
glad; for he was deſirous to ſee him of a long 
ſeaſon, becauſe he had heard many things of 
him: and he hoped to have ſeen ſome miracle 
done by. him. Then he queſtioned him in 
many words; but he anſwered him nothing. 
And the chief prieſts and ſcribes ſtood and ve- 
hemently accuſed him. And Herod with his 
men of war ſet him at nought, and mocked

him, and arrayed him in a gorgeous robe, and 
ſent him again to Pilate. And the ſame day 
Pilate and Herod were made friends together; 
for before they were at enmity between them. 
ſelves. And Pilate, when he had called together 
the chief prieſts, and the rulers, and the peo- 
ple, ſaid unto them, Ye have brought this man 
unto me, as one that perverteth the people: 
and behold, I, having examined him before 
you, have found no fault in this man touching 
thoſe things whereof ye accuſe him: No, nor 
yet Herod: for I ſent. you to him; and * 
nothing worthy of death is done unto him. 
will therefore chaſtiſe him, and releaſe = 
For of neceſlity he muſt releaſe one unto them 
at the feaſt. And they cried out all at once, 
faying, Away with this man, and releaſe unto 
us Barabbas: (who for a certain ſedition made 
in the city, and for murder, was caſt into priſon.) 
Pilate therefore, willing to releaſe Jeſus, ſpake 
again to them. But they cried, ſaying, Crucify 
him, crucify him. And he faid unto them the 
third time, Why, what evil hath he done? I 
have found no cauſe of death in him: I will 
therefore chaſtiſe him, and let him go. And 
they were inſtant with loud voices, requiring 
that he might be crucified: and the voices of 
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them and of the chief prieſts prevailed. And 
Pilate gave ſentence, that it ſhould be as they 
required. And he releaſed unto them him that 
for ſedition and murder was caſt into priſon, 
whom they had deſired ; but he delivered Jeſus | 
to their will. And as they led him away, they 


laid hold upon one Simon a Cyrenian, coming 


out of the country, and on him they laid the 


croſs, that he might bear it after Jeſus. And 
there followed him a great company of peo. 
ple, and of women, which alſo bewailed and 
lamented him. But Jeſus, turning unto them, 7 
ſaid, Daughters of Jeruſalem, weep not for me, 


ou weep for yourſelves, and for your children. 


For behold the days are coming, in the which 


they ſhall fay, Bleſſed are the barren, and the 


wombs that never bare, and the paps which 
never gave ſuck. Then ſhall they begin to ſay 
to the mountains, Fall on us; and to the hills, 
Cover us. For if they do theſe things in a green 
tree, what ſhall be done in the dry? And there 
Vere alſo two other malefactors led with him to 
de put to death. And when they were come to 
the place which is called Calvary, there they 
crucified him, and the malefactors; one on the 


right hand, and the other on the left. Then 


| ſaid Jeſus, Father, forgive them, for they know 
we

not what they do. And they parted his rai. 
ment, and caſt lots. And the people ſtood be. 
holding ; and the rulers alſo with them derided 


him, ſaying, He ſaved others; let him ſave 
himſelf, if he be Chriſt, the choſen of God. 


And the ſoldiers alſo mocked him, coming to 
him, and offering him vinegar, and ſaying, If 


thou be the King of the Jews, fave thyſelf. 
And a ſuperſcription alſo was written over him 
in letters of Greek, and Latin and Hebrew,

And one of the malefactors, which were hang. 


ed, railed on him, ſaying, If thou be Chriſt, 
ſave thyſelf, and 1 us. But the other anſwering, 
rebuked him, ſaying, Doſt not thou fear God, 


ſeeing thou art in the ſame condemnation ? 


And we indeed juſtly; for we receive the due 
reward of our deeds: but this man hath done 
nothing amils. And he ſaid unto Jeſus, Lord, 


remember me when thou comeſt into thy king- 


dom. And Jeſus ſaid unto him, Verily I ay 


_ unto thee, To.day ſhalt thou be with me an - 
paradiſe. And it was about the ſixth hour: and 
there was darkneſs over all the earth until the 
ninth hour. And the ſun was darkened, and 
the vail of the temple was rent in the midſt. 


And when Jeſus had cried with a loud voice, 
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he ſaid, Father into thy hands I commend my 
ſpirit : and having ſaid thus, he gave up the 
ghoſt. Now when the centurion ſaw what was 
done, he glorified God, ſaying, Certainly this 
was a righteous man. And all the people that 
came together to that fight, beholding the 
things which were done, {mote their breaſts, and 
returned. And all his acquaintance, and the

| afar off, beholding theſe things.

Dan law having a Se of Auen * 
to come, and not the very image of the things, 


can never with thoſe ſacrifices, which they of- 


fered year by year continually, make the 
comers thereunto perfect. For then would they 
not have ceaſed to be offered? becauſe that 
the worſhippers once purged, ſhould have had 

no more conſcience of fins. But i in thoſe ſa. 
crifices, there is a remembrance again made of 


ſins every year. For it is not poſſible that the 
blood of bulls and of goats ſhould take away 


ins, Wherefore when he cometh into the

world, he ſaith, Sacrifice and offering thou 


vVvouldeſt not, but a body haſt thou prepared 


me: In burnt offerings and ſacrifices for fin 


thou haſt had no pleaſure: Then ſaid I, Lo, I 
come (in the volume of the book it is written 
of me) to do thy will, O God. Above, when he 
ſaid, Sacrifice and offering, and burnt offerings, 
and offering for ſin thou wouldeſt not, neither 
hadſt pleaſure therein, (which are offered by 
the law ;) then ſaid he, Lo, I come to do thy 
will, O God. He taketh away the firſt that he 
may eſtabliſh the ſecond. By the which will 
wie are fanRtified, through the offering of the 
body of Jeſus Chriſt once for all. And every 
prieſt ſtandeth daily miniſtering, and offering 5 
oftentimes the ſame ſacrifices, which can never 
take away ſins. But this man, after he had 


offered one ſacrifice for ſins, for ever ſat down 


on the right hand of God; from henceforth 
expecting till his enemies be made his foot- 


ſtool. For by one offering he hath perfected 


for ever them that are ſanctified. Whereof | 


the Holy Ghoſt alſo is a witneſs to us: For 7 
after that he had ſaid before, This is the co. | 
venant that I will make with them after thoſe _ 
days, faith the Lord, I will put my laws into 
their hearts, and in their minds will I write

them; and their ſins and iniquities will I re. 
member no. more. Now where: remiſſion of 
theſe 1 is, there i 15 no more offering for ſin. Hav. 


ing therefore, brethren, boldneſs to enter into 
the holieſt by the blood of Jeſus, by a new and | 
living way, which he hath conſecrated for us, 
through the vail, that is to ſay his fleſh; and 
having an high prieſt over the houſe of God; 
let us draw near with a true heart, in full aſ- 
ſurance of faith, having our hearts ſprinkled 
from an evil conſcience, and « our bodies waſhed 
with pure water. Let us hold faſt the pro. 
feſſion of our faith without wavering; ; (for he 
is faithful that promiſed; ;) and let us conſider 
one another to provoke unto love, and to 
good works; not forſaking the aſſembling of 
ourſelves together, as the manner of ſome is; 
but exhorting one another; and ſo much the 
more as ye ſee the day approaching.

PiLATE therefore took Jeſus, and ſcourged 
him. And the ſoldiers platted a crown of 
thorns, and put it on his head, and they put 
on him a purple robe, and ſaid, Hail, King of 
the Jews! And they ſmote him with their 


hands. Pilate therefore went forth again, and 


ſaith unto them, Behold, I bring him forth to

you, that ye may know that I find no fault in 
him. Then came Jeſus forth, wearing the crown 
of thorns, and the purple robe. And Pilate 
ſaith unto them, Behold the man! When the 
chief prieſts therefore and officers ſaw him, 
they cried out, ſaying, Crucify him, crucify 
him. Pilate ſaith unto them, Take ye him, and ö 
crucify him: for I find no fault in him. The 


Jews anſwered him, We have a law, and by 


our law he ought to die, becauſe he made 
himſelf the Son of God. When Pilate there. 
fore heard that ſaying, he was the more afraid; 
and went again into the judgment-hall, and 
ſaith unto Jeſus, Whence art thou? But Jeſus 
gave him no anſwer. Then faith Pilate unto 
him, Speakeſt thou not unto me? Knoweſt 
thou not that I have power to crucify thee, 
and have power to releaſe thee? Jeſus anſwer. 
ed, Thou couldeſt have no power at all againſt 
me, except it were given thee from above: 
therefore he that delivered me unto thee hath 
the greater ſin. And from thenceforth Pilate 
ſought to releaſe him: but the Jews cried out, 
ſaying, If thou let this man go, thou art not 
Ceſar's friend. Whoſoever maketh himſelf a 
king, ſpeaketh againſt Ceſar. When Pilate 
therefore heard that ſaying, he brought Jeſus

forth, and ſat down in the judgment. ſeat, in a 
place that is called the Pavement, but in the 


Hebrew, Gabbatha. And it was the prepara. | 
tion of the paſſover, and about the ſixth hour 
and he ſaith unto the Jews, Behold your King! 
But they cried out, Away with him, away with 
him, crucify him. Pilate faith unto them, Shall 
I crucify your King? The chief prieſts an- 
ſwered, We have no king but Ceſar. Then 
delivered he him therefore unto them to be 
crucified. And they took Jeſus and led him 
away. And he bearing his croſs, went forth 
into a place, called the place of a ſcull, which 
is called in the Hebrew Golgotha: where they 
crucified him, and two other with him, on 
either ſide one, and Jeſus 1 in the midft. And i 


Pilate wrote a title, and put it on the croſs; 


and the writing was, JESUS OF NAZARETH | 


THE KING OF THE JEWS *. This title 


then read many of the Jews: for the place 
where Jeſus was crucified was nigh to the city: 


and it was written in Hebrew, and Greek, and 


Latin. Then ſaid the chief prieſts of the Jews 


to Pilate, Write not, the King of the Jews; but 
that he ſaid, I am King of the Jews. Pilate 
anſwered, What I have written, I have written. 
*All the enemies of Chriſt will one day be cnſtriined to own his dignity.

Then the ſoldiers, when they had crucified 
Jeſus, took his garments, and made four parts, 


to every ſoldier a part; and alſo his coat: now 
the coat was without ſeam, woven from the 


top throughout. They ſaid therefore among 


themſelves, Let us not rend it, but caſt lots for 
it, whoſe it ſhall be: that the ſcripture might 
be fulfilled, which faith, They parted my rai. 
ment among them, and for my veſture they did 
| caſt lots. Theſe things therefore the ſoldiers 
did. Now there ſtood by the croſs of Jeſus, 
his mother, and his mother's ſiſter, Mary the 
wife of Cleophas, and Mary Magdalene. When 
Jeſus therefore ſaw his mother, and the diſciple £ 
ſtanding by whom he loved, he ſaith unto his 
mother, Woman, behold thy ſon. Then faith 
he to the diſciple, Behold thy mother. And 


from that hour that diſciple took her unto his 


own home. After this, Jeſus knowing that all 
things were now accompliſhed, that the ſcrip- 
ture might be fulfilled, faith, I thirſt, Now 


there was ſet a veſſel full of vinegar : and they 


filled a ſponge with vinegar, and put it upon 
hyſſop, and put it to his mouth. When Jeſus 
therefore had received the vinegar, he ſaid, It 
is finiſhed: and he bowed his head, and gave 

up the ghoſt. The Jews therefore, becauſe it

was the preparation, that the bodies ſhould not 
remain upon the croſs on the ſabbath- day, (for 
that ſabbath-day was an high day) beſought 


Pilate that their legs might be broken, and that 


they might be taken away. Then came the 


ſoldiers, and brake the legs of the firſt, and of 


the other which was crucified with him. But 


when they came to Jeſus, and ſaw that he was 
| dead already, they brake not his legs. But 
one of the ſoldiers, with a ſpear, pierced his 
ſide, and forthwith came there out blood and 
water. And he that ſaw it bare record, and 
his record is true: and he knoweth that he 
faith true, that ye might believe. For theſe 
things were done, that the ſcripture ſhould be 
fulfilled, A bone of him ſhall not be broken.

EPISTLE. 1 ST. PET. II. 17. 


II is better, if the will of God be ſo, that ye 


ſuffer for well-doing, than for evil.doing. For 
Chriſt alſo hath once ſuffered for fins, the juſt 
for the unjuſt, that he might bring us to God; 
being put to death in the fleſh, but quickened A 
by the Spirit: by which alſo he went and 
preached unto the ſpirits in priſon ; which 
ſometime were diſobedient, when once the 
long- ſuffering of God waited in the days of 
Noah, while the ark was a preparing; wherein 
few, that is, eight ſouls, were ſaved by water. 
The like figure whereunto, even baptiſm, doth 
alſo now ſave us, (not the putting away the filth 
of the fleſh, but the anſwer of a good con. 
ſcience towards God,) by the reſurrection of 
Jeſus Chriſt: who is gone into heaven, and is 
on the right hand of God, angels, and autho- 
rities, and powers, being made ſubject unto him. 


GOSPEL. sr. MATT. xxvII. $7. 


When the even was come, there came a 
rich man of Arimathea, named Joſeph, who 
alſo himſelf was Jeſus' diſciple. He went to 

Pilate, and begged the body of Jeſus. Then 
Pilate commanded the body to be delivered. 
And when Joſeph had taken the body, he 


wrapped 1t in a clean linen cloth, and laid it 
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132 As TER DAY: 
in his own new tomb, which he had hewn out 
in the rock; and he rolled a great ſtone to the 


door of the ſepulchre, and departed. And there 


was Mary Magdalene, and the other Mary, 


fitting over againſt the ſepulchre. Now the 


next day that followed the day of the prepar- 


ation, the chief prieſts and phariſees came to- 
- gether unto Pilate, laying, Sir, we remember 
that that deceiver ſaid, while he was yet alive, 
After three days I will riſe again. Command 
therefore that the ſepulchre be made ſure until 
the third day, left his diſciples come by night 
and ſteal him away, and ſay unto the people, 
He is riſen from the dead: ſo the laſt error ſhall 
be worſe than the firſt.

And they of thecircums 
ciſion, which believed, were aſtoniſhed, as many 
as came with Peter, becauſe that on the Gen.

Ghoſt: For they heard them ſpeak with tongues, 
and magnify God. Then anſwered Peter, Can 
any man forbid water, that theſe ſhould not be 
baptized, who have received the Holy Ghoſt 
as well as we?

Ixsus ſpake this parable unto certain ch 
truſted in themſelves, that they were righteous, 
and deſpiſed others. Iwo men went up into 
the temple to pray, the one a Phariſee, and 
the other a Publican. The Phariſee ſtood and 
prayed thus with himſelf; God, I thank thee, 
that I am not as other men are, extortioners, 
unjuſt, adulterers, or even as this Publican: 1 
faſt twice in the week, I give tithes of all that 
I poſſes. And the Publican, ſtanding afar off, 
would not lift up ſo much as his eyes unto 
heaven, but ſmote upon his breaſt, ſaying, God 
be merciful to me a ſinner. I tell you, this 
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man went down to his houſe juſtified rather 
than the other: for every one that exalteth 
himſelf, ſhall be abaſed; and he that hum.

For if the miniſtration of condemnation be 
glory, much more doth the miniſtration of 
righteouſneſs exceed in glory.

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under fin, that the promiſe by faith of Jeſus 
Chriſt might be given to them that believe.

thoughts of many hearts may be revealed. 
And there was one Anna, * propheteſs, the 
daughter of Phanuel, of the tribe of Aſer; ſhe 
was of a great age, and had lived with an huſ. 
band ſeven years from her virginity : and ſhe 
Was a widow of about fourſcore and four 
years; which departed not from the temple, 
but ſerved God with faſtings and prayers, 
night and day. And ſhe coming in that inſtant, 
gave thanks likewiſe unto the Lord, and ſpake 
of him to all them that looked for redemption 
in Jeruſalem. And when they had performed 
all things according to the law of the Lord, 
they returned into Galilee to their own city 
Nazareth. And the child grew, and waxed

Wherefore of theſe men 
which have companied with us all the time 
that the Lord Jeſus went in and out among us, 
beginning from the baptiſm of John, unto that 
ſame day that he was taken up from us, muſt 
one be ordained to be a witneſs with us of his 
reſurrection. And they appointed two, Joſeph 
called Barſabas, who was ſurnamed Juſtus, and - 
Matthias. And they prayed, and ſaid, Thou, 
Lord, which knoweſt the hearts of all men, 
ſhew whether of theſe two thou haſt choſen; d 
that he may take part of this miniſtry and 
apoſtleſhip, from which Judas by tranſgreſſion - 
fell, that he might go to his own place. And 
they gave forth their lots; and the lot fell 


upon Matthias, and he was numbered with 
the eleven apoſtles.

Peter therefore was kept i in priſon : but prayer 


was made without ceaſing of the church unto 


God for him. And when Herod would have 


brought him forth, the ſame night Peter was 


lleeping between two ſoldiers, bound with two 
chains; and the keepers before the door kept 
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the priſon. And behold, the angel of the 
Lord came upon him, and a light ſhined in 


the priſon; and he ſmote Peter on the fide, 


and raiſed him up, ſaying, Ariſe up quickly. 
And his chains fell off from his hands. And 


the angel faid unto him, Gird thyſelf, and bind 


on thy ſandals: and ſo he did. And he ſaith 


unto him, Caſt thy garment about thee, and 


5 follow me. And he went out, and followed 


him; and wiſt not that it was true which was 


done by the angel; but thoughthe ſaw a viſion. 


When they were paſt the firſt and the ſecond 
ward, they came unto the iron gate that lead- 
eth unto the city, which opened to them of 


this own accord ; and they went out, and paſſed | 
on through one ſtreet, and forthwith the angel 


departed f from him. And when Peter was come 


to himſelf, he ſaid, Now I know of a ſurety, 


that the Lord hath ſent his angel, and hath de- 


livered me out of the hand of Herod, and from 
all the expectation of the people of the Jews.

SACRAMENTS ordained of Chriſt be not only badges or tokens of 
Chriſtian men's Profeſſion: but rather they be certain ſure witneſſes, 
and effeCtual ſigns of grace, and God's good will towards us, by the which 
he doth work inviſibly in us, and doth not only quicken, _ but allo 
ſtrengthen and confirm our faith in him. 

There are two Sacraments ordained of Chriſt our Lood in the Go. pel, 
that is to ſay, Baptiſm, and the Supper of the Lord. 

Thoſe five commonly called Sacraments, that is to ſay, Confirmation, 
Penance, Orders, Matrimony, and Extreme Unction, are not to be 
| counted for Sacraments of the Goſpel; being ſuch as have grown, partly 
of the corrupt following of the Apoſtles, partly are ſtates of life allowed 

in the Scriptures; but yet have not like nature of Sacraments with 
Baptiſm and the Lord's Supper, for that they have not any viſible hgn 
or ceremony ordained of God. 


The Sacraments were not ordained of Chriſt to be gazed upon, or to be 


carricd 
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carried about; but that we ſhould duly uſe them. And in ſuch only, 
as worthily receive the ſame, they have a wholeſome effect or operation: 
but they that receive them unworthily, purchaſe to themſelves damna- 
tion, as Saint Paul ſaith. 


XXVI. OF THE UNWORTHINESS OF THE MINISTERS, WHICH HINDERS 
NOT THE EFFECT OF THE SACRAMENTS. 


ALTHOUGH in the viſible Church the evil be ever mingled with the 
good, and ſometimes the evil have chief authority in the miniſtration of 
the Word and Sacraments ; yet, foraſmuch as they do not the ſame in 
their own name, but in Chriſt's, and do miniſter by his commiſſion and 

authority, we may uſe their miniſtry, both in hearing the word of God, 
and in the receiving of the Sacraments. Neither is the effect of Chriſt's 
ordinance taken away by their wickedneſs, nor the grace of God's gifts 

_ diminiſhed from ſuch, as by faith, and rightly do receive the Sacraments 

miniſtered unto them ; which be effeCtual, becauſe of Chriſt's inſtitution : 
and promiſe, although they be miniſtered by evil men, 

Nevertheleſs, it appertaineth to the diſcipline of the Church, that en- 
quiry be made of evil Miniſters, and that they be accuſed by thoſe that 
have knowledge of their offences: and finally — bound guilty, by juſt 

judgment be depoſed. 


XXVII. OF BAPTISM. 


BAPTISM is not only a ſign of profeſſion, and 1 of Alice, 
whereby Chriſtian men are diſcerned from others that be not chriſtened : 
but it is alſo a ſign of Regeneration or new Birth, whereby, as by an in- 
ſtrument, they that receive Baptiſm rightly are grafted into the Church :

Tus Book of Conſecration of Archbiſhops and Biſhops, and Order- 
ing of Prieſts and Deacons, lately ſet forth in the time of Edward the 
| ſixth, and confirmed at the ſame time by authority of Parliament, doth 
contain all things neceſſary to ſuch Conſecration and Ordering: neither 
hath it any thing, that of itſelf is ſuperſtitious and ungodly. And there- 
fore, whoſoever are conſecrated or ordered according to the rites of that 
Book, ſince the ſecond year of the forenamed King Edward, unto this 
time, or hereafter ſhall be conſecrated or ordered according to the ſame:

XXXVII. OF. THE CIVIL MAGISTRATES. 


THE King' s Majeſty hath the chief power in this Realm of 8 
and other his dominions, unto whom the chief government of all eſtates 
of this realm, whether they be Eceleſiaſtical or Civil, in all cauſes doth 
appertain; and is not, nor ought to be ſubject to any foreign juriſdiction. 

Where we attribute to the King's Majeſty the chief goverr ment, by 
which titles we underſtand the minds of ſome ſlanderous folks to be of- 
fended ; we give not to our Princes the miniſtering either of God's 
Word, or of the Sacraments, the which thing the Injunctions alſo lately ſet 
forth by Elizabeth our Queen do moſt plainly teſtify : But that only pre- 
rogative which we ſee to have been given always to all godly Princes in 
holy Scriptures, by God himſelf; that is, that they ſhould rule all eſtates | 
and degrees committed to their charge by God, whether they be Eccle- 
ſiaſtical or Temporal, and reſtrain with the civil ſword the ſtubborn and 
evil doesr. The Biſhop of Rome hath no Juriſdiction in this realm of 
England. The laws of the realm may puniſh Chriſtian | men with 
death, for heinous and grievous offences. 

It is lawful for Chriſtian men, at the commandment of the gagilirate, 
to wear weapons, and ſerve i in the wars,

Tux riches and goods of Chriſtians are not common, as touching the 
right, title, and poſſeſſion of the ſame, as certain Anabaptiſts do falſly 
boaſt. Notwithſtanding, every man ought, of ſuch things as he poſſeſſ- 
eth, liberally to give alms to the poor, according to his ability. 


xxxix. OF A CHRISTIAN MAN' S OATH, 


As we confeſs that vain and raſh ſwearing is forbidden Chriſtian men 
by our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, and James his apoſtle ; ſo we judge that Chriſ- 
tian Religion doth not prohibit, but that a man may ſwear when the 
Magiſtrate requireth, in a cauſe of faith and charity; ſo it be done ac- 
cording to the Prophet's teaching, in Juſtice, Judgment, and Truth,
